May it please Your Excellency : 

I have tie honour to submit for your information and presenta- 
tion to Parliament, the Thirty-eighth Annual Report on the 
extent and state of Lunacy in Ireland at the close of the past 
year, as also on the general working of institutions for the reception 
of Insane persons in the twelve-month under consideration. 

In its preparation I regret to state that owing to the severe and 
long protracted illness of my coEeague, Dr. Hatchell, the benefit 
of his services and experience was not offioiaEy available. 

On the 1st of January last the registered Insane of aE denomi- Statistics, 
nations coming within Government supervision amounted to 
15,685 — 7,923 being males and 7,762 females, a remarkably close 
approximation, although the causes of mental disease vary much 
between the two sexes. Hence the visitation of Lunacy would 
seem as it were ordained to affect each alike. 


The continued and progressive decrease of the population of 
this country to the extent of 776,000 individuals within the 
present decade, and of whom no less than 78,600 emigrated last 
year, has materiaEy influenced, as regards Ireland, the proportion 
between the sane and insane. The accepted ratio of mental 
disease, as judged of on reliable data in the United Kingdom,

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had hitherto been estimated at about 2'86 cases in every 10,000 
inhabitants — that proportion has been undergoing a progressive 
and marked change in Ireland through emigration and from the 
prevalent fact that the mentally affected of all ages are abandoned 
by their departing relatives, while the indigent and those in the 
humbler walks of life are relegated to poorhouses or public 
asylums. The result is that about 36 to 10,000 would at present 
represent with us the proportion of insane to the sane. 


Of the 15,685 patients labouring under mental aberration on 
the 1st of January, 1889, 10,825 were located in district 
asylums ; 4,083 in workhouses ; 609 in private licensed houses 
including the Imbecile Establishment at Palmerston ; and 168 in 
the Dundrum Criminal Asylum. The following table aSords a 
detailed comparison of the registered insane on the 1st of 
January in 1888 and ’89 respectively, showing an increase of 
422 patients at the latter date : — .

In addition to the preceding 10,499 asylum inmates on the 
1st of January, 1888, 1,513 males and 1,308 females were ad- 
mitted during the succeeding twelvemonth, thus constituting a 
total under treatment of 13,320 for the time being, but reduced 
at its close to 10,825 from various causes, or as they are technically 
denominated “ discharges,” whereof the absolute recoveries num- 
bered 1,207, being 44 per cent, on admissions — comparatively with 
what obtains elsewhere, a highly favourable result; improvements 
similarly 356, 14 per cent. ; and removals of patients still quite 
deranged, by friends, 144 ; two convalescents on parole escaped, 
and 786 died. Thus on the 1st of January last, 5,888 males and 
4,937 females were still in Hospital

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The mortality in Irish asylums as represented in a long series Mortality, 
of our annual reports, has been uniformly low in proportion to 
the daily number of their inmates. Last year, though a fraction 
above the usual, it was only 7| per cent., or one and a half under 
the average that generally obtains. The deaths amounting to 
786, were attributable, save in four instances, to natural causes, 
the more prevalent among which were pulmonary and cerebral 
affections, as also physical debility, the result not only of ad- 
vanced age, but not unfrequently of prolonged mental decay, or 
of acute excitement. 

The exceptional cases above referred to included three females 
who previously had not been suspected of suicidal tendencies. 

Two of them died from self strangulation, the other from setting 
fire to her clothes by a candle incautiously left burning within 
her reach. Although no evidence of wilful negligence was 
adduced before the Coroner against the attendant in charge, she 
was suspended, and subsequently resigned. The fourth case was 
that of a man who, similarly unsuspected, cut bis throat with 
a knife he had clandestinely obtained. Inquests were duly 
held on each death, and verdicts returned in accordance with the 
facts. 

In a few Institutions dysentery prevailed for some time, but 
moro notably at the Richmond or Metropolitan, and the Carlow. 

In the former there were ninety-six cases, of which twenty-five 
proved fatal ; and in the latter, eleven died out of sixty-one. 

The sewerage of the Richmond, constructed fully seventy years 
ago, was on examination found to be so imperfect, and the main 
conduits to the river so choked up, that an extensive system of sani- 
tary improvements out of doors, and all through the whole mass 
ofbuildings, now five times larger than the primitive edifice, was 
undertaken immediately by the Commissioners of Control at an 
estimated cost of £15,000, and is already far advanced. At 
the Carlow Asylum in like manner the Board of Governors, on 
the advice of the Inspectors, independent of deepening wells 
already in use, are about procuring from a river close by a 
further and constant supply of water before re-arranging the 
drainage. Elsewhere the attention of local authorities has. been 
directed by us to the advisability of guarding against like 
contingencies from like causes by early and precautionary 
measures. 


In all the other asylums the conjoint number of fever and 
cases of a dysenteric nature during the year was limited to 
ninety-seven, very few proving fatal Hence, in the absence 
of any other epidemic, the sanitary condition of these estab- 
lishments may he regarded as highly favourable in the past 
year. 
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Causes of Adverting to the alleged causes of insanity in the 2,821 indi- 
insanity. viduals received into district asylums, the moral — such as grief, 

anxiety, reverse of fortune, religious excitement, and the like 

largely predominated among women; while from physical causes 
— originating in or connected with intemperance, dissipation, 
cerebral disease, sunstroke, &e. — no less than 973 men were 
affected. An hereditary predisposition and in a rather close 
affinity was noted between both sexes in 722 patients on the 
daily averages, or 7J per cent. 

Admis- With reference to the authority by which admissions were 
•ions. effected in the same period, from the local returns continuously 
made to us, it would appear that the great majority were 
through magisterial warrants as dangerous lunatics, under the 
30 and 31 Vic., cap. 118, or were taken in as urgent by resident 
physicians on presentation at their respective asylums ; in fact 
through all other modes — orders by the Lord Lieutenant, Local 
Boards and Inspectors included — 181 persons only were admitted. 

However unsatisfactoiy the existing system may be, it affords 
one paramount advantage, viz., the quick transmission of the des- 
titute, and, too frequently homeless insane from distant localities, 
who on long journeys would have no means of conveyance 
or protection to their destination unless taken charge of by the 
police, not unfrequcntly, too, for a distance of over fifty miles. And 
in simple justice it must be added that this irksome duty of 
escorting lunatics is performed with marked kindness and con- 
sideration by the constabulary— particularly when females are 
in question. 

claims of On analyzing the mental state of the inmates in public asylums 
the Insane. on first of January of the present year, it might be inferred 
that fully three-fourths of them, if not altogether hopeless, afforded 
but little probability of cure. 

A natural question may hence present itself to^ the mind of 
an inquirer — why the necessity of more costly institutions both 
in structure and in current maintenance for such a community 
than for ordinary paupers ? To it a twofold answer is avail- 
able. Firstly. — Paupers are free agents, enjoy liberty, and when 
suffering bodily disease, hospitals are open to them. The 
insane labour under an exceptional malady, and are in consequence 
deprived of social rights and personal freedom, not alone for their 
own protection, but equally for the safety of society, and_ being 
limited to an extremely small percentage in the population at 
large, their support comes within a definite and very narrow 
expenditure. Secondly.— With respect to the treatment of pre- 
sumably curable cases, the special facilities provided by fiilly 
organized institutions are admittedly essential— while as regards 
the more dubious forms of the disease including the hopeless, 
similar facilities are alike necessary in the case of such as may 
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have exhibited violent ot suicidal tendencies. Then, as to the 
large and increasing residue, or those whose insanity, though in- 
curable, is of a harmless character, there ai-e very many among 
them who from their helplessness and absolute incapacity or 
making any. spontaneous effort to better their condition, though 
sensible of it, should not, in our estimation and in accordance 
with an enlightened public opinion, be deprived of the accus- 
tomed care afforded in establishments specially designed and 
maintained for such a purpose. 

Moreover, it should be borne in mind that insanity being an 
affection more or less of a progressive tendency, its extension 
should he provided against as a State requirement for the public 
weal. 

The expenditure in district asylums during the year 1888, E*pendi- 
including all items of outlay, save those of a structural l,lre - 
character, or for the purchase of land — which latter are met by a 
Treasury loan, repayable by annual instalments — amounted to 
£219,585 4s. lid.; or, taking one establishment with another, to a 
capitation scale of £20 10s. 10 d. per head, being less by 12s. 3d. 
than in 1887. 

In different asylums this scale varied from £16 2s. 4d., the 
lowest, to £23 18s. 8 cl., the highest — the difference arising from 
various explicable causes, and among others largely referable 
to repairs, renewal of furniture, interior alterations, and replacing 
machinery, besides the contract charges for provisions, which are 
by no means uniform. Of the receipts, the Government grant in 
aid made up £103,996, while locally £115,389 was obtained, an 
unused portion of which has been charged to credit. 

Independent, however, of the preceding statement of accounts, Treainrj- 
there are balances due to Government on loans made and obtained L<m ‘ s - 
through the intervention of the Board of Control. As a member of 
it, it is incumbent on me to place before your Excellency these 
balances, as afforded in the annexed Table, chargeable to each 
of the twenty-two existing district asylums, and making rtp a total 
on the Slst March, 1889, of £214,012 18s. 10d., but varying 
as to the time in which they will he liquidated by semi-annual 
repayments through grand jury presentments. And here it is 
gratifying to report that the debts so incurred have been 
scrupulously met, notwithstanding the uncertain monetary con- 
dition of the country for many years past, a circumstance 
indicative of the fact that institutions for the insane in Ireland 
enjoy public confidence. In regard to advances for the erection 
of public asylums, the benefits from which will be equally available 
as at present, in generations yet to come, their liquidation (as 
now in fourteen years) if extended to a longer period by the 
Treasury, I venture to submit would prove a boon to existing 
fate payers.

Having already stated that 10,825 patients were under treat- 
ment on the 1st January last in district asylums, to obviate 
misconceptions, I would observe, that this numher is largely in 
excess of a detailed normal accommodation, owing to the fact, 
that in consequence of an over-pressure through admissions, day- 
rooms and corridors were not unfrequently converted into 
dormitories, in some asylums to between a fifth and sixth 
of their legitimate extent — thus also refectories, kitchens, 
and laundries became inconvenienced. The institutions most 
affected thereby happen to he among the largest, namely, 
the Richmond or Metropolitan, the Cork, and Belfast. In the 
first named, for example, there is an excess of about 240 inmates 
— and in the others of over 130. Hence, in the conjoint 
capacity of Inspectors and Commissioners of Control for the 
establishment of district asylums, and respectively Trustees to 
them in conjunction with our colleagues, we have hitherto had to 
make large applications to your Excellency in Council for advances 
to meet pressing structural deficiencies. Indeed, so dispropor- 
tionate is th e lunatic provision for the County of Antrim, coupled 
with the rapid increase of population in the Borough of Belfast, 
that a question is under consideration as between the erection of 
a new asylum altogether for both, at a probable cost of £90,000, 
in lieu of the existing institution, or of one for the rural division 
of the district, in a central situation, on an outlay of £40,000. 
Within the last fifteen years Belfast has had an augmentation 
of about 40,000 inhabitants, re-increasing proportionately to 
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its annual development. The city itself stands not only at one 
end of the County, hut in such close proximity to Down, that no 
inconsiderable portion of the Borough is in the latter County. 

At the Waterford and Ellamey asylums the enlargements 
undertaken in 1887 are all hut completed. Those at Castlebar, 
at an estimated cost of ten thousand pounds, have been recently 
commenced. 


Audit of Accounts. 

The last audit in accordance with the Act 31 & 32 Viet., c. 97, 

“ into all charges and payments in the accounts of district lunatic 
asylums in Ireland ” ior 1887, has been, as may be said of its 
numerous predecessors, satisfactory. 

The total sum under investigation amounted to £262,348 18s. 

10(£, and the time employed collectively by the auditors thereat to 
eighty-one days. Full reports in detail, with comments as to the 
mode in which payments were incurred and vouchers presented, 
were forwarded at the close of each inquiry to the office of the 
Inspectors. The accounts and hooks were invariably represented 
to have been kept with accuracy and clearness. 

No disallowance was made or error adverted to, save at Carlow, 
in respect to two cwt. of pea meal, omitted to be entered 
on receipt in the storekeeper's ledger, hut which was subse- 
quently duly placed to credit, as the article was apparently con- 
sumed at the asylum in the usual dietary allowances. 

Employment of Patients. 

As an important feature or adjunct in the administration of 
district asylums, the employment of patients on the farms attached 
to them should be adverted to, together with their cost and produce. 

The Inspectors have at all times pointed out to local Boards the 
certain benefit of out-door occupations, and, in a pecuniary point 
of view, the gains derivable from farm labour. The total quantity 
of land belonging at present to these institutions amounts to 990 
acres, and I am happy to say new purchases are in prospect, 
as at Omagli for 70 reclaimable acres, adjoining the existing 
estate ; at Cork for 14, at Killarney for about 20, and else- p ro at s . 
where for smaller quantities. Of the total now occupied 294 
acres are under buildings in courtyards, pleasure grounds, and 
gardens, the remainder being cultivated, principally through 
manual or spade labour, and in grass. The outlay in 1888 was 
£5,819 10s. 2 d., and the value of produce consumed £9,267 5s. 5 d., 
and of sold £2,454 lls. 10d, leaving a net profit of £5782 3s. Id. 
Produce in hands on the 1st January, 1888, was estimated at 
£6,981 8s. 9 d., and on a like date in 1889 £6,861 3s. id . — to 
he carried to this year’s account. The average profit, one asylum 
with another, is set down at £5 16s. 9d. per acre.

Domestic Management. 

With reference to the domestic management of lunatics in 
District Asylums, independent of the advantages of an experienced 
professional treatment, every kindly attention, as a rule, is 
bestowed on them. They are well clad, their dormitories fully 
supplied with suitable bedding and of excellent quality, are main- 
tained with a becoming order as well as cleanliness. In many 
institutions they are models of neatness and thoroughly well 
ventilated. From year to year improvements tending to comfort 
are being carried out, both in regularly constituted day rooms and 
corridors serving as such. No doubt in some buildings the day 
room provision, from an overcrowding in them of patients, as 
already noticed, is unsatisfactory, a deficiency not overlooked by 
the Inspectors on their several visits. Within doors, to a greater 
or less extent, changes for the better are progressing, in regard 
to furniture and homely requirements, with the approval, it may 
he added, of their respective Boards, who take a liberal view of 
such accessories. Amusements of various kinds, suitable to the 
taste or fancies of the patients, are fairly provided. In some 
asylums there are hands, and large recreation rooms for different 
purposes, reading, music, dancing, magic lanterns, exhibitions, 
and the like, while outside suitable sports are encouraged. 
The dietary in District Asylums is not uniform, in some a larger 
amount of animal food is given than in others. This allowance 
is a question which more properly pertains to District Boards 
and local habits, hut as to dietetic nutriment and quantity pro- 
visions of good quality are amply obtained through public tenders, 
which before being passed are submitted to the Office for 
approval. Thus contractors are afterwards debarred from all 
cause of complaint, and it may he said that misunderstandings 
in their regard are extremely rare. In the appendices detailed 
items of food consumption are given in each asylum, together 
with the contract prices, in regard to which a marked difference 
is occasionally noticeable, one that influences, when largely used, 
relative expenditures to a considerable extent. A return is also 
supplied of the work done in every asylum by the male and female 
inmates, as well as by tradesmen, not patients. 


Attendants. 

The conduct of subordinate staffs employed in our public 
asylums during the past year was commendable, and admits in 
every respect of a favourable comparison with that in kindred 
institutions, as would appear from published Parliamentary 
reports ; it may he then permissible to observe that out of 1,079 
ordinary servants employed in 188S, three only were dismissed 
by Board order for violence, culpable neglect of duty, or 
for any indictable act. Two were discharged from the Killarney 
Asylum, one for using undue manual force in restraining a 
troublesome patient whose elbow joint was injured thereby; 
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the other for not correctly reporting the transaction at a sworn 
investigation before an Inspector ; the third dismissal was from 
Londonderry, in the case of an attendant who, charged with kick- 
ing a refractory lunatic, could not deny the occurrence. The 
total amount of fines inflicted for minor offences in the twenty- 
two district asylums was under twenty-three pounds during 
the twelvemonth. These fines, for the most part very small, 
were noted against each person and more as a warning than an 
actual punishment. The successful working of Asylums being 
largely influenced by. the considerate and moral conduct of 
attendants, it is but just to give those in Irish Institutions a 
deserved credit. 

Before concluding this section of the report, I would observe in Local 
reference to the control and management of public asylums in BMlds - 
Ireland, under their respective Local Boards, that the attendance 
of governors, in accordance with the Privy Council Cede, may he 
represented during the past, as in preceding years, full and 
regular at the usual prescribed meetings, monthly in each, save at 
the Richmond or Metropolitan, where they are held bi-monthly ; 
hut in all alike special meetings are occasionally summoned for 
particular objects. I may, however, here observe, that Tour 
Excellency, with the view of bringing about a more direct rela- 
tion between the Asylums and the taxpayers by whom they arc 
in part supported, has been pleased to sanction a plan by which 
in future a certain proportion of the governors will he selected 
from nominees of the several fiscal bodies concerned in their 
administration — an arrangement which may be anticipated to 
prove beneficial to the public service as from bestowing a repre- 
sentative character on them, their recommendations will prove 
more influential. 

It is gratifying to state that the ministration of chaplains at Chaplains. 
Irish Asylums have been attended with the best results, being 
conducted with a cordial co-operation and in the utter absence of 
any sectarian feeling. 


DUNDRUM CRIMINAL ASTLUM. 

This Institution affords but little material for comment in 
regard to its condition and management during the past year ; 
certainly, for none of an adverse character. It has fairly met 
general requirements, and has been satisfactorily conducted in 
detail. On the 31st of December, 18S7 and 1888, respectively, 
169 and 1G8 persons, between both sexes, were under treatment 
— the admissions in the last twelve months being twenty-three, 
and the discharges, including deaths, twenty-four — accounts for 
this diminution. Sixty-two lunatics criminally indicted were 
submitted to the Inspectors in 1888 for removal to asylums, of 
whom twenty-three only were transferred by warrant of your 
Excellency to the Dundrum ; nine of them charged with murder, 
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seven men and two women ; and the remainder or fourteen all 
men with three exceptions, indicted for less serious offences, but 
circumstantially aggravated. Of the twenty-four above adverted 
to as discharged, namely, eighteen males and six females, thirteen 
still continuing insane at the termination of their sentences, were 
remitted by us to district asylums according to the ehargeability 
of each ; five convalescents were unconditionally liberated and 
handed over to their Mends ; six died — a percentage of mortality 
almost identical with that in society at large, and little over a 
third of what occurs in asylums generally, a fact which holds 
good equally in favour of the Broadmoor Criminal Asylum. 

On the 1st of January, 1889, no less than ninety-six homicides 
were confined in Dundrtun — eighty-two men and fourteen 
women : — Thirty-one males and four females convicted of violent 
assaults or arson ; nine men of burglary ; twenty-eight (both 
sexes) of thefts and previous minor but frequent misdemeanors. 
Of the total, or 168 under treatment, fully three-fifths belonged 
to the agricultural community. 

It is gratifying to state that in the year under considera- 
tion no untoward or serious accident occurred to person or pro- 
perty; although among the male prisoners some very violent 
and maliciously-disposed were to he found, but relatively 
speaking, not by any means more, in the actually homicidal 
than in other classes. Indeed, the prevalent demeanour 
noticeable among the Dundrum patients is orderly and in- 
offensive, making allowances for sudden outbreaks of temper 
occasionally exhibited even by the sane. With reference to the 
domestic organization of the Asylum, there exist no legitimate 
causes of complaint. The dietary is very liberal. Milk of 
excellent quality, because unadulterated, as well as vegetables 
of various kinds, are amply supplied from the farm; while con- 
tracts, such as those for meat, provisions, and other like articles 
of consumption, have been fairly carried out. The clothing, both 
personal and in the dormitories, has been good; the house at 
large is well supplied with water for all purposes, including a 
protection against fire. Means for useful occupation in and out 
of doors are available, on an average of about fourteen women 
for the laundries, kitchen, &c., and forty men on the farm. The 
grounds attached to the Institution comprise 2Sa. 2r. Op., of 
which 14a. Ik. 17p. are in spade tillages, 9a. 2b. Op. in grass, and 
the remainder under buildings, airing yards, gardens, and pleasure 
grounds. So far the Establishment at large may be regarded a3 
well regulated and creditable to the Resident Physician, staff of 
officers, and subordinate attendants. 

The present accommodation is, however, too restricted in the 
male divisions, so much so that an addition of from twelve to 
sixteen beds is needed, and also a dayfoom pro vision for twenty- 
five patients. The constant and close intercourse of full- 
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grown men,_ some of strong frame, owing to the want of a suitable 
extent of indoor space, is not judicious; in fact it becomes 
dangerous when patients, conscious of an immunity from punish- 
ment, express strong discontent at their dubious and distant 
chances of being set free, and with an intention to have personal 
revenge if not speedily liberated. This threat has not been 
withheld by them in conversation with the Inspectors when 
seeking their freedom, probably without being intended a 3 
minacious towards them, hut as indicative of a fixed resolve. 

Dr. Ashe, the Medical Superintendent, in his report to the 
Ofiiee, does not approve, and in our opinion, from his state- 
ment, on just grounds, of the substitution of earth for water 
closets, but in existing circumstances there is no alternative. It 
is unfortunate no doubt, as the inconvenience must continue 
until the conclusion of a feasible arrangement, if one can bo arrived 
at, between the Board of Works and the adjoining resident house- 
holders in regard to a definite system of sewerage. In the 
Appendix will he found his observations on the general condition 
of the Institution together with an epitome of admissions during 
the past year, in the course <pf which it has been officially inspected 
on seventeen occasions. 


POORHOUSES. 

I now proceed to deal with the insane community located, on 
the 1st of January last, in the poorhouses of this country, from the 
returns with which we have been favoured by the Local Govern- 
ment Board in regard to numbers, sex, and character of disease 
in each of these institutions. 

The total therein maintained amounted to 4,083, of whom 
1,612 were males, and 2,471 females, the excess of the latter 
making up for its deficiency in asylums. The idiot class was 
composed of 1,903 individuals, 3C0 of them beiDg epileptic, and 
the demented of 2,180, 389 of them being also epileptic. 

The majority of both divisions are tranquil, and have been 
resident for many years past — in fact 1,326 for over thirty ; most 
of whom, and indeed no inconsiderable section of the body at 
large — are quite devoid of intelligence, and thus, not protected 
by instinct, which stands for reason in the lower grades of animal 
life, they are reduced as it were to a passive existence, with a 
total disregard of surrounding circumstances. Lunatics, however 
wild in their demeanour or teeming with delusions, habitually 
complain of their detention, and the loss of liberty, but scarcely 
ever have I been asked by the idiotic or demented inmates of a 
poorhouse to obtain for them that freedom, love of which is an 
innate attribute of the human mind ; hence, not a less — perhaps 
it may he a greater claim, the unhappy classes in question possess, 
on their more fortunate fellow-beings, for commiseration, as alike 
preated from the same Image. 
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Pooriouse Save in four or five union workhouses out of a hundred and 

treatmont. in Ireland, insane paupers of some denomination are 

to be found, varying in number from five to three hundred and 
fifty. On the whole they are considerately treated and regarded 
as special objects of benevolence, while as infirm ox sick, their 
dietary, which is discretionary with the physicians to these 
institutions, is above that given to the common run of workhouse 
inmates. As a rule, independent of a paid attendant, when one 
or more is employed for each sex, ordinary paupers act as assis- 
tants, being remunerated by an additional allowance of food and 
clothing. In some unions, where there is a considerable number 
of the insane class, an approach to a general asylum treatment is 
observable ; in others it is only partial — but- on the whole pro- 
gressive in improvement. It may, however, be stated that their 
present management is essentially humane and considerate com- 
paratively with the past. 

After the foregoing general observations, I may now advert to 
the condition of some few of the poorhouses containing a con- 
siderable proportion of insane inmates. The Belfast Union has a 
detached, spacious, and well-arranged building, recently con- 
structed for the insane on its own grounds, and containing 370 
beds. A small but efficient staff is attached to it. The patients 
in every respect are well circumstanced. Some slight interior 
additions however have been recommended as advisable, and also 
the purchase of an acre or so of land at the south side of the house 
for a female airing court. 

The two Unions, North and South Dublin, may be treated as 
the one establishment, being in the same district, and similarly 
supported. They contain 380 of the insane classes, who per- 
sonally are treated with due consideration, and kindly looked after. 
Their dietary is good and ample, and their wearing apparel suit- 
able. At the South Union the dormitory provision is better, and 
a larger space allowed to beds, with a satisfactory ventilation 
throughout the day-rooms. In these general respects the accom- 
modation at the North is distinctly inferior, particularly in the 
female divisions. There is in them, for example, a narrow single- 
storied building, cramped in by a bigh wall on one side, and an 
elevated structure on the other — containing double-bedded cells, 
which do not afford 340 cubic feet to each patient— occasionally 
bed-ridden. It has no available corridor, and no adequate supply 
of air, the only aperture in the cells themselves for light and 
ventilation being windows not fifteen inches in diameter. To 
these facts I have not unfrequently directed attention. The 
adjoining yards are quite in character. To find fault is not 
agreeable ; but it is a pleasure to me to testify to the kindly 
manner in which at both Unions tbe destitute insane are treated 
by those in charge of them. The merits, or perhaps more appro- 
priately speaking, the demerits of the ease, can be judged, from 
the fact that even at the South Dublin Union there is scarcely 
half an acre of available exercise ground for over 220 patients, 
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The Cork Poorhouse has long been a subject ou which I have 
had occasion to report to the Board of Guardians, in reference 
to the accommodation provided there for lunatic paupers, who, 
between both sexes, amount to 180 — 10 men and the remainder 
females — as elsewhere noticed, 

There is no reasonable complaint to be found with their treat- 
ment on many points. At the female side of the institution the 
bedding and general dormitory accommodation is good; the 
sleeping-rooms, kept with much cleanliness and order, are well 
ventilated ; and the patients, many of them industriously occupied, 
are considerately looked after ; but I must add that the day-room 
provision is cheerless and deficient. An ill- constructed detached 
shed, quite unfurnished, exposed to had weather at all seasons, 
and not sufficiently spacious for one half the number, is now tho 
only available apartment for over a hundred and twenty women. 

The male lunatic division contains forty-eight patients ; it is far 
too small for its purpose, and as 1 remarked ou a recent visit, no 
matter how great the pressure, the occupation by two lunatic 
idiots or epileptics of the one bed is most objectionable. 

At the Limerick "Workhouse the insane numbered, ou the 1st 
January, 128. They appear to be latterly better circumstanced, 
and it must be added have more space for exercise than in any 
previous year. The females possess a grass airing court — none of 
either sex are curable — but some of the demented and not excit- 
able are usefully employed. 

The Waterford Union insane, next in point of number, and 
amounting between both sexes to 72, are now more satisfactorily 
attended to. The females, 48, occupy what formerly was a fever 
hospital, at a considerable distance from the poorhouse. The 
accommodation in it has been recently improved ; but it is still 
deficient with regard to out-door space for exercise. Such of tho 
males (altogether located in the poorhouse itself ) as are fit to be 
employed, work on the adjoining farm. The dietary, as elsewhere, 
is superior to that of ordinary paupers. 

With regard to the Union insane throughout rural districts, 
they are on the whole humanely treated by the respective Masters 
and Matrons alike, who do all in their power to administer 
to their comforts. The appointment, too, of religious ladies or 
nuns as residents, to attend on the insane, especially in Roman 
Catholic districts, has been productive of great personal advan- 
tages to them. 

An important subj ect for consideration in existing circumstances Oonmil 
is how best to meet future contingent requirements as between otacr- 
public asylums and workhouses. vutums. 

Tho Inspectors have already alluded to the advisability of 
providing in each district one or more poorhouses, so arranged 
as to accommodate hopeless, aged, and tranquil eases, thereby dis- 
embarrassing asylums to a certain extent, and affording means of 
admitting iuto them curable and urgent cases at' all times with- 
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out incurring, on the one hand, save where absolutely needed, the 
erection of new, or the enlargement of existing asylums ; an'd on 
the other, of avoiding an uncalled-for expense in their maintenance 
If at the annual rate of £12, or at the outside £14 per head 
certain classes of the insane can, without any detriment to them’ 
be supported in one institution ; there is no reasonable cause why 
in another their capitation maintenance should amount to £22. 
No doubt some Boards of Guardians are unreservedly opposed to 
having lunatics in their poorhouses, as recently exemplified at 
Kill arney, where admittance was refused to chronic patients from 
the adjacent asylum, even to make room for pressing cases be- 
longing to the same union. The Inspectors have invariably 
endeavoured, while most anxious for the welfare of lunatic poor, 
to limit local taxation as much as possible, and at the same time 
to keep the Government rate in aid within legitimate hounds, as 
a security for its continuance. 


PRIVATE ASYLUMS. 

Finally, with regard to Private Lunatic Asylums in Ireland, it 
may be observed they come under two denominations. The first 
or “free” institutions, pay no licence, being founded essentially 
for charitable purposes. They sxe four in number, St. Patrick’s or 
Swift’s Hospital, so well known from its antecedents, and past 
utility. Bloomfield Retreat, belonging to the Society of Friends, 
St. Yincent’s, conducted by a religious community of Nuns, and 
the Imbecile establishment at Palmerston, containing also ordinary 
insane patients. The second denomination embraces licensed 
houses, of which there are nineteen ; all, with the exception of 
two in the County Armagh, are situate in the provinces of Leinster 
and Munster. Strange to say in th e populous and wealthy province 
of Ulster there are but two of these institutions, and none in Con- 
naught. The total inmates amounted on the 31st of December 
last, to 601 — 240 males and 361 females — 255 between both sexes 
being in licensed houses. Admissions in 1888 numbered 146, 75 
males and 71 females. Seventy-one were discharged, recovered or 
improved, and 21 incurable. The deaths all from natural causes 
amounted to 45, being proportionally almost identical with those 
in District Asylums, 


The treatment of the insane, as above adverted to, has been on 
the whole satisfactory, especially so in the “free” establishments. 
Some private asylums are admirably conducted, replete with 
suitable requisites, and surrounded by extensive and neatly-kept 
grounds. All alike have been officially visited, many of them five 
times, or even oftener, within tho year, .Making fair allowance, 
not only for the small stipends charged in other licensed houses, 
but also for delays in payment, the remainder with the exception 
of one near Cork (which if not materially improved will be soon 
closed), in existing circumstances are very fairly conducted, their 
inmates attended to professionally, and very considerately treated 
by the proprietors, who are for the most part physicians. 
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Complaints, very few in number, were promptly attended to, 
but none Deeded official interference. The admissions were legal,' 
and I am not aware of a single case of undue detention, or one 
extending beyond a reasonable time for the formation of a correct 
opinion as to recovery. Contrasting cures, improvements, deaths, 
and the absence of accidents and escapes, private asylums, in 
the result of treatment, were not below district or public institu- 
tions. 

There exists, no doubt, a strong prejudice against the former 
in the feeling of a large section of the community — one on which 
a Government Official, in a Parliamentary report, cannot be 
expected to pronounce an opinion. It is simply his duty, so far 
as he is capable, to see that the provisions of the Private Lunacy 
Act are legitimately carried out, just as it is the privilege of the 
friends of patients, in the better grades of society, to select 
institutions where the insane should be located, and to make 
pecuniary arrangements for a becoming and liberal treatment, 
according to the means and position in life of their afflicted 
relatives. 

This Report appeal's somewhat later in the Session than usual 
owing to an extra pressure of business during the last eight 
months. The control and supervision of District, Criminal, and 
Private Asylums in Ireland being exclusively confided to the 
Inspectors — not only in regard to their organization and manage- 
ment, but also to their fiscal administration — necessarily entail 
an extensive general correspondence, with continuous references 
from and reports to the Government. These duties essentially 
devolved on me for the regrettable reason already assigned, 
efficiently aided, however, by the Head Clerk and his Junior. 

The annexed Appendices contain numerous tables prepared 
with accuracy, for the purpose of affording details of manage- 
ment, together with the results of treatment in each of the various 
asylums of this country, whereby separate and, perhaps, some- 
what monotonous comments have been rendered unnecessary. 
Minute statistical returns are also supplied of the insane classes 
resident in Poorhouses.

CENTRAL ASYLUM, DUNDRUM. 

Report for the Year ended 31st December, 1888. 

Central Asylum, Dundrum, 
IGth May, 1889. 

Gentlemen, — I have the honour to lay before you my report and 
statistical tables for the year ended 31st December, 1888, with the 
financial tables for the year ended 31st March, 1889. 

The health of the Asylum has continued in its former satisfactory 
condition during the past year, and the mortality has been but small — 
namely, six deaths on the male side, and none on the female, or 3*12 
per cent, on the total number resident. Two out of tlie six deaths were 
due to diseases of the lungs — a common form of disease among the insane 
— two to diseases of the stomach, and two to diseases of the liver. 

An alteration in the sanitary arrangements of the Asylum was made 
during the past year, Moule’s earth- closets being substituted for water- 
closets on account of the impossibility of disposing of the sewage of the 
latter without inconvenience to the occupiers of neighbouring premises. 
The necessities of the case may have absolutely required this alteration, but 
I think it is one much to be regretted on medical grounds, as there is no 
means of removing the earth-closets except through the divisional corri- 
dors, occupied as they usually are. This operation has to be carried out at 
all hours, and the resulting effluvium is very unsatisfactory ; at night, 
too, no amount of care and ventilation can fully get rid of the effluvium, 
and when windows cannot be opened, owing to storm or wintry cold, the 
effects are alike unpleasant and highly prejudicial to a good sanitary 
condition. 

Most of the contractors’ supplies were satisfactory during the year. 
In two cases, however, I was obliged to recommend that the contracts 
should not be continued in the hands of the same individuals for the 
present year. 

The conduct of the stuff has been very satisfactory during the year. 

I transmit my notes of the cases admitted. Two of these, both on 
the female side, were of special interest, and are more particularly 
adverted to.

Notes of Cases admitted in 1888, 

Males. 

761. — W. McO. A lad of about 19. Convicted of letter stealing, and 
son fenced to one year’s imprisonment. Certified as insane within a 
week of Ms conviction, and received hero in a state of dementia ten 
days after his trial. From this condition, however, he soon began to 
recover, and was after a time fit to be employed on the farm. He was 
well-conducted, and a little before the termination of his sentence was 
discharged home as sane by warrant of the Lord Lieutenant. 

762. — .F. McG., aged 24. An imbecile. Indicted at Belfast Quarter 
Sessions for an offence against a very young girl, found insane by the 
jury, and ordered to be kept in custody during His Excellency’s 
pleasure. He is a congenital idiot and unable to enunciate his words 
distinctly, but appears harmless since liis admission on the 2nd 
February, 1888. 

703. — 1). F., aged 00. Sentenced to death for murder of his wife at 
Wicklow Assizes in winter of 1887. Sentence commuted to penal 
servitude for life. He is state* l to have exhibited great regret at his 
life being spared, and shortly thereafter to have made a determined 
attempt at suicide by endeavouring to fracture his skull with a stone. 
A severe attack of erysipelas followed this injury. He is quiet and 
well-behaved since admission, but markedly insane, and imagines 
himself the object of conspiracies, and the subject of various ailments. 
Admitted 2(Jtli February, 1868. 

764. — W. C., aged 33. Admitted 27th February, 1888, from 
Mountjoy Convict Prison. Convicted of manslaughter at Waterford 
Assizes, 19th July, 1884, and sentenced to 5 years penal servitude. 
Became insane, with various delusions, while undergoing sentence in 
Mountjoy Prison, in February, 1888, and transmitted hero accordingly. 
A sullen, brooding, suspicious character, whom nevertheless we have 
been able to employ on farm work, with benefit to his mental 
condition. 


765. — W. W., aged 32. Admitted 8th March, 1888. This is the 
third admission of this man on the same sentence, his previous Regi- 
stered Nos. having been 733 and G7G. He is a habitual criminal, and 
was formerly in au asylum in America. It appears that he either 
relapses into insanity, or simulates it, on each occasion of his being 
transmitted back to Mountjoy Prison, and within a few days of his 
being sent back here by the prison officers, he becomes again, to all 
appearance, sane. His sentence is 5 years penal servitude for larceny 
from the person, and will expire outlie 19th July, 18S9. It cannot, 
however, be doubted, that if discharged he will speedily relapse into 
criminality. 
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7GG. J. W., aged 45. Sentenced to death for murder, at Tullamore 
Assizes, in March, 1860, at the age of 17. Sentence commuted to 
penal servitude for life. Became insane while undergoing his sentence in 
Maryborough Prison, with symptoms alternately melancholic and 
maniacal. He had then been 28 years ill penal servitude, and his 
intellect had been giving way for some years. Certified insane in 
March, 1888, and admitted here 20th March. 

7G7. T. Q., aged 23. Admitted 13th April, 1888. Convicted of 

manslaughter at Cork Winter Assizes of 1883, and sentenced to 10 
years penal servitude. Became insane while undergoing his sentence in 
Maryborough Prison. Certified as such in April, 1888, but had been 
exhibiting symptoms of aberration of mind for two years previously 
while in Mountjoy Prison, being affected with religious melancholia. 
The certificate states, however, that he presents no manifestation of a 
delusion. He has behaved quietly since his admission. 

770. — T. M., aged 48. Convicted of arson, at Longford Quarter 
Sessions, in October, 1885, and sentenced to 7 years penal servitude. 
Observed to be eccentric in language in September, 1886. Certified as 
insane in July, 1888, while undergoing sentence in Maryborough 
Prison, where he had been received from Mountjoy, in June, 1887. 
Previous character had been bad; 15 convictions for minor offences 
having been recorded against him, and one of a more serious character. 
Admitted here 2Stli July, 1888. 

771. — S. I)., aged 30. Indicted at Belfast Assizes in July, 1888, for 
the murder of a woman, probably a sister. Found to be insane, and 
ordered to be detained accordingly. Admitted here under Warrant 
on 30th July, accordingly. Obviously an imbecile, probably from 
birth. 


775. — M. B., aged 19. Indicted for murder at Wicklow Assizes, in 
October, 1888. Found to be insane, and admitted here under Warrant 
on the 27th October. Obviously a congenital imbecile, and a case 
presenting some other singular congenital anomalies. He is not 
violent, however, since his admission here. He belongs to the county 
Kerry by birth. 

77G. — J. S., aged 28. This man murdered his own son, probably in 
a tit of epilepsy. Tried at Green-street Commission in December, 1888. 
Found guilty, but insane, and admitted under Warrant accordingly on 
7th December. This prisoner appears to be a very respectable, quiet 
man, and lias exhibited no signs of insanity since his admission, neither 
has lie suffered from epileptic fits. He is employed on the farm. 

777. — J. A., aged 25. Indicted at Maryborough Assizes in Decem- 
ber, 1888, for murder. Found to be insane, and ordered to be detained 
accordingly. Admitted under Warrant 12th December, 1888. A 
silent, somewhat sullen young man, who, however, has been quietly 
l>ehaved since admission. There is a singularly dangerous look iu this 
man’s face. 

778. — J. C., aged 46. Convicted of larceny at Dublin Quarter 
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Sessions in July, 1888, and sentenced to 18 months imprisonment. 
Certified as insane in December, 1888, being at that time confined in 
Kilmainham G-aol in accordance with his sentence. Transmitted here 
under Warrant accordingly on 14th December, 1888. He is stated to be 
suffering under dementia. He appears to be a quiet, inoffensive man. 

779. — M. 0., aged 35. Indicted for murder of his son at Belfast 
Assizes, December, 1888. Bound guilty, but insane, and ordered to be 
detained accordingly. Admitted under Warrant of the Lord Lieutenant 
17th December, 1888. Is stated to be the subject of epileptic fits. Has 
behaved quietly since his admission. Belongs to the County Armagh. 

780. — tJ. L., aged 32. Indicted for murder at Belfast Assizes in 
December, 1888. Bound guilty, but insane, and ordered to be detained 
accordingly. Admitted under Warrant of the Lord Lieutenant 17th 
December, 1888. Is quiet, well-conducted, and intelligent. Labours 
in the farm since his admission. Belongs to the County Louth. 

781. — J. B., aged 42. This man was formerly a railway clerk, and 
afterwards a soldier, and served in India, and while there suffered, as he 
states, from sunstroke, was afterwards invalided for melancholia, and 
was subsequently twice an inmate of lunatic asylums in this country. 
He was convicted of arson at Wicklow Assizes in December, 1887, and 
sentenced to 5 years penal servitude. Certified as insane while under- 
going his sentence in Mount joy Prison in December, 1888, and admitted 
here 19th December. Is sullen, silent, and melancholic, sometimes 
breaking out into violent passion, and very probably dangerous. 

782. — T. T., alias G., aged 42. Convicted of larceny at Maryborough 
Assizes in December, 1888, and sentenced to 5 years penal servitude. 
Certified as insane on the 17th of the same mouth, while undergoing 
sentence in Maryborough Prison, and admitted here on the 20th Decem- 
ber. This man is a habitual criminal, and is seriously affected with 
syphilitic disease. He is of a fierce and ungovernable character, always 
attacking any attendant who goes into his cell, even for the purpose of 
bringing him his food. His assaults are usually of a filthy character. 
He is perhaps the worst case at present confined in this Asylum. 


Females. 

768. — B. P., aged 21. Indicted for murder of a child at Armagh 
Assizes in July, 1888. Bound guilty of the act, but insane, and ordered 
to be detained accordingly. Admitted 16th July, 1888. A certificate 
of her insanity had been signed in the month of May, 188S, by the 
medical officials of Armagh Gaol, who stated that she was suffering 
under dementia. On her admission here there could be no doubt of the 
correctness of this certificate. The case excited great attention through- 
out the country on account of the position of the accused, whose father 
had been an officer in command of a distinguished regiment of horse. On 
her admission, however, her mind was so far gone that she could not say 
of what regiment he had been Colonel. She is a gentle, quiet girl, with 
none of the appearance of a criminal. She evinced the most extraordi- 
nary delusions some time after her admission, but always expressed 
the most poiguant distress on being asked about the occurrence, saying 

it 
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• that the child fell into a vessel of water in the kitchen of her mother's 
; . house, that she was unable from fright and agitation to pull it out, but 
that she ran upstairs to her sister to tell her of it, saying at once — “I 
, didn’t 'do- it.” If I may express my opinion, this is undoubtedly the true 

. version of the tragic occurrence, which would in that case be very diffe- 
rent from the crime of murder. 

769. F. D., aged 41. Indicted at Dublin Quarter Sessions, in July, 
1888, for attempting suicide. Found guilty, but insane, and ordered 
to be detained accordingly. Admitted 23rd July, from Grangegorman 
Prison. Described by the prison officers as melancholic, .with paroxysms 
of excitement, moping and muttering ; quiet . and well behaved ; 
always sensible and coherent in language, but face markedly that of 
insanity ; very unwilling to take enough food ; health very delicate. 

772. J. D., aged 40. Indicted at Kerry Assizes in July, 1888, for 
murder. Found guilty, but insane, and ordered to be detained accord- 
ingly. Admitted 6th August, 1888, from Tralee Prison. This was a 
very extraordinary case, in which a whole family became insane at once, 
and put to death one of their own members. This prisoner and four 
of her children were admitted on the same day into Killarney Asylum. 
The father was also suffering from hallucinations, but was not com- 
mitted to the Asylum. The son who had been killed was an epileptic 
idiot, and another son was also imbecile. The prisoner, when admitted 
here, was most violent, and has continued so almost constantly ever 
since. Tearing her clothing ie one most prominent symptom, the 
strongest canvas dresses yielding in a short time to her violence. She is 
constantly shouting and talking noisily and incoherently. This is the 
worst case we have had on the female side during the thirteen years 
that I have been here. 

773. C. C., age not stated, about 23. Indicted at Dublin Com- 4 
mission in August, 1888, for manslaughter, understood to be of 
her own illegitimate child. Found insane and incapable of pleading, 
and ordered to be detained accordingly. Admitted 16th August, 1888. 
Appears to be congenitally of weak mind, but is quiet -and well- 
behaved. 

774. J. B., aged 48. A habitual criminal, convicted of larceny at 
Kerry Quarter Sessions, in April, 1888, and sentenced to five years 
penal servitude. Became insane while undergoing sentience in Grange- 
gorman prison. Certificate dated 24th August, 1888. Admitted here 
29th August. Delusions of intentional . annoyance given to her by the 
prison authorities, conspiracies against her life, Sic. Is affected with 
constitutional syphilis.
